the Watchtower .organization. 
As a 


newspaper man I have hoard of "Judge 
Rutherford" before—usually because 
some local fanatic would try to get 
a piece in the paper about the judge 
going to make* a speech; the pieces 
being rejected bccaus newspapers in 
general don't like to plug for another 
advertising medium, and, specifical- 
ly, they won't touch the controversial 
material Rutherford deals in.

In a report submitted to the1 C. I. O. 


National Executive Board, the organi- 
zation's Legislative Committee, headed 
by John L. Lewis, asserted that legisla- 
tion barring employment of Commu- 
nists and Nazis and limiting alien em- 
ployment to 10 per cent of a plant's 
total personnel "would in reality be 
used against labor." The legislation 
was in the form of amendments to the 
La Follettee bill to outlaw 'oppressive 
labor practices." 


"Under the guise of discharging al- 


leged Communists, employers would 
be permitted to evade practically all 
of the provisions of the National La- 
bor Relations Act in their attempt to 
destroy union organization," the re- 
port said. 


It also attacked proposed legislation 


for the registration and fingerprinting 
of aliens. 


"All too truthfully this type of hys- 


teria," the report declared, "is usually 
conducted with the primary purpose of 
attacking labor organizations and sub- 
sequently attacking all citizens who 
may entertain progressive or liberal 
views."
